Most Spectacular Feat in His- 
lory of Aeronautics by 
“Wilbur Wright. 


HARBOR CRAFT SHRIEKED 
APPLAUSE OF THE FLIGHT 


Soaring Into Air, Wright Flew 
Ten Miles Up the Hudson 
and Ten Miles Back---Above 
the Masts of the Great War- 
ships the Aeroplane Soared.

New York, October 4.—An aeroplane 
flashed past the white dome of Grant’s 
tomb today, then, turning gracefully 
in mid-air over the waters of the Hud- 
son, shot like a falcon back to Gov- 
enror’s Island, 10 miles away. 

Witbur Wright, of Dayton, Ohio, thus 
placed his name in the rank with Hud- 
son and Fulton today in one of the most 
spectacular feats in the history of: ae- 


ronautics. 

Over the masts of warships from 
whose decks hoarse cheers of the sail- 
ors were borne up to him in his ele- 
vated seat, he flew over 20 miles—10 
miles up and 10 miles back—remaining 
in the air for thirty-three minutes and 
thirty-three seconds, and alighted at 
the aerodrome without mishap. 

Business at Standstill, 

During the flight, business was prac- 
tically at a standstill in al) that part 
of Manhattan from which a view of his 
remarkable performance was available. 
Harbor craft shrieked their appaluse; 
cheer after cheer swept up from the 
banks of the Hudson, and the lower 
bay, for the Dayton aviator had ‘‘made 
good,’ crowning the aviation program 
of the Hudson-Fulton celebration with 
a record, 

Wright started on his flight up the 
Hudson at 9:56 a. m., and finished at 
10:29:33.. .He tended to tmprove 
upon his achievement of the morning 
by making a longer and more hazard- 
ous flight at sunset, but the crippling 
of his motor just as he was about to 
start on the evening attempt, dashed 
his hopes as well as those of the thou- 
sands who had assembled on Governor's 
Island to cheer him on. 

The flight was made under conditions 

only moderately favorable. The wind 
was blowing about 10 miles an hour, 
while an overcast sky added to the un- 
certainty of the weather. Amid the 
clatter of the machine’s exhaust which 
sounded like muskKetry fire, Wright 
climbed to his seat in his aeroplane. 
Man-Bird Slowly Ascends, 
a moment the machine was off. 
With the planes tilted slight?’ to one 
side, the man-birg slowly ascended into 
the air, rising to a height of barely 20 
feet, while it swooped in a semi-circle 
toward the water's edge. Here the 
presence of many craft, all hysterieally 
1ooting their whistles, caused him to 
ascend further into the air before mak- 
ing for the moutb of the river. 

Almost indistinguishable against the 
gray-banked clouds, tif machine 
soared past Old Castle William and 
soon entered the canon made bv the 
giant skyscrapers of Manhattan Island 
and the Jersey hills. 

Over the warships of four great pow- 
ers he passed, his progress marked by 
cheers from the sailors of hig own coun- 
try and those of Great Britain, Germany, 
France and Italy. 

When the air vessel] reached the Brit- 
ish cruiser Argyll, anchored an eighth 
of a mile abo¥e Grant’s tomb, Wright 
described an easy and graceful curve 
and started on his return journey down 
the river. The wind conditions which 
had bothered him on the journey up, 
were now more favorable, and it s 
here that the speed possibilities of the 
machine were demonstrated. 

While the 10 miles up-stream 
occupied nearly twenty minutes, 
the return flight was made in little 
more than thirteen minutes, or at a 
rate approximately of 42 miles an 
‘Sour. 

Barely 60 Feet Above Water. 

Nearing the harbor entrance again, 
he was confronted with the same ar- 
chitectural conditions which caused 
him to vary his altitude on the wav 
up. Again he lowered himself and 
when he reached the open water of 
the bay he was flying barely sixty 
feet above the surface. Thence onward 
he gradually lessened his height. Past 
Governor’s Island the machine sped, 
an eighth of a mile over the bay, then 
veering sharply around, Wright headed 
swiftly for the landing place, on which 
he settled with the ease of a bird, amid 
the enthusiastic plaudits’ of soldiers 
and civilians,

COUNCIL VOTE 
S- UNANIMOUS 


People Will Vote on December 


15 for $3,000,000 of 
Bonds, 


NO CHANGE 1S MADE 
IN ELECTION ORDINANCES 


Ninth Ward Councilmen, Being 
Assured That Their Section 
of the City Would Be Taken 
Care Of, Place Themselves 
in Line for the Proposed 
Bonds. 


The general council, by a unanimous 
vote, passed the bond election ordi- 
nances yesterday afternoon. 

When the ordinances were read for 
the second time Councilmen Chambers 
and Minor introduced amendments. by 
which the sewer bonds were reduced 
from $1,350,000 to $1,300,000 and $50,000 
was applied to a new school in 
the ninth ward, but after a vote was 
taken and explanations were made by 
other members of council, both Mr. 
Chambers and Mr. Minor declared that 
they were willing, for the best in- 
terests of the entire city, to waive all 
objections, and they both supported 
the ordinances as reported by the 
special bond committee. 

The report of the committee was 
that the bond election should be as 
follows:

The bond ordinances’ stated ex- 
plicitly how all the bond money was to 
be expended, and with a few slight and 
unimportant changes, were exactly as 
published in The. Constitution two 
weeks ago.

15 and every expenditure is mentioned 
in detail, showing what septic tanks 
are to be built, what water pipes are 
to be laid, where schools are to be 
tocated and what ts to be used for the 
hospital and crematories. In other 
words, the voter, in voting for bonds, 
will specify where every dollar of the 
money is to be used. 
Withdrew All Objections. 

Councilmen Chambers and Minor int 
troduced an amendment calling for 
$50,000 for schools, $25,000 to be ex- 
pended for a new school house in the 
ninth ward. They voted alone when 
the roll was called. Finally when the 
deciding vote was taken they both 
arose and stated that they would with- 
draw all objections, as they were for 
the bonds and for the good of the en- 
tire city. They were assured that the 
ninth ward would be well taken care 
of in the yearly budget and the ninth 
ward would have. all the schools 
necded. 

Judge John S. Candler, of the ninth 
ward, stated that he belleved his ward 
would not be neglected. 

When Councilmen Chambers’ and 
Minor made their final statements 
about being for the bond ordinances 
there was loud applause, 

The only tmportant work done by 
the council was the adoption of an or- 
dinance by Councilman Spratling, call- 
ing for a regulation gong for public 
vehicles on emergency calls and the 
adoption of the October appropriation 
sheet. 


INTERNATIONAL SYSTEM

Contracts Closed for Construc- 
tion of Railroads in South- 
west Texas. 


San Antonio, Texas, October 3.—The 
closing of contracts here for the con- 
struction of railroads from Brady to 
San Antonio, Texas, and from San An- 
tonio to Rio Grande, today, is declared 
to be the final act in the plans of 
F. Yoakum for a great. international 
system. Both contracts, however, were 
signed at the behest of separate pro- 
moters, who have not announced the 
identity of those financing the proj- 
ects. 

Connection is had at Brady with the 
Frisco, and the line south from this 
city connects with the St. Louis, 
Brownsville and Mexico railroad at 
Rio Grande City. Both are Yoakum 
roads. At Brownsville the Rio Grande 
is being bridged to Matamoras, on the 
Mexican side, and a line is in progress 
to Tampico. which is heralded as a 
Yoakum road, thus spreading a* com- 
plete network over the southwest with 
Mexico City as,a probable terminal.

Washington, October 4.—Contending 
that the foreign rosin interests in the 
south are causing great inroads on 
the trade in the south, Henry Blun, 
Jr.. of Savannah, Ga., has made rep- 
resentations to the treasury depart- 
ment looking to correcting what the 
southern interests regard as a classi- 
fication advantage under the § tariff 
law. e 

A large amount of rosin 
imported as crude material 
having to pay duty.

Orlando, Fla., October 4,.—This sec- 
tion is intensely excited today over the 
arrest of Ben Hamilton, a negro, 
charged with criminal assault on Miss 
Ella Merritt at Lockheart, near here, 
Saturday afternoon. Miss Merritt, in 
her statement, declared the negro came 
to her house while she was alone and, 
after accomplishing his purpose, ieft 
her on the floor unconscious until her 
brother arrived.

President Passed Night 
at Sacramento. 


During the Long Ride From 
Portland, Taft Read a Little 
and Played Friendly Game 
of “Bridge” --- He Watched 
Mount Shasta for Hours. 


Sacramento, Cal., October 4.—After 
making one of the longest jumps of his 
trip and traveling for twenty-five 
hours through Oregon and northern 
half “of Calfornia, ‘President Taft ar- 
rived here tonight at 7:10 o’clock. To- 
morrow mornimg he will proceed to 
Oakland and oa Francisco. The presi- 
dent was entertained at dinner, was 
taken for an automobile ride through 
the city and made an address in the 


state capitol grounds. 

The president selected for the prin- 
cipal feature of his speech the con- 
servation of natural resources. in which 
he declared anew that before many of 
the Roosevelt policies of conservation 
can be carried into effect, confirmatory 
and enabling legislation must be se- 
cured, and he pledged himself to use 
all his power to induce congress to 
Pass the laws necessary. 

Mr. Taft thoroughly enjoyed his stay 
on the train.

Mobile, Ala.,. October 4.—An order 
was issued by Judge Jules E. Alford

Early yesterday evening Mr. Pulit- 
zer dismissed his attendants and asked 
to be left alone. Some time later, Dr. 
Pollak, who has been attending Mr. 
Pulitzer, ealled to make his usual visit, 
and found him lying dead on the floor 
in front of his dressing table. 

Mr. Pulitzer, who had suffered a 
nervous breakdown, was greatly de- 
pressed over the failure of his physi- 
cians to benefit him. 

Physicians have been treating Mr. 
Pulitzer for neurasthenia, from which 
he suffered for many years. He be- 
came so affected by differences in 
temperature and light that life was

JUDGE FITE SUMMONED

Subpoena Issued | Brg -23 ederal 
Court to Have 
a Witness 


When the Stegall contempt case is 
called before Judge Newman, of the 
federal] district court, Thursday, Judge 
A. W. Fite, of the Cherokee circuit, 
will appear in the courtroom as one 
of the witnesses, a subpoena having 
been issued for the judge yesterday by 
the clerk of the district court upon 
instructions from Judge Newman. 

When Gauger Stegall and Sheriff 
Thurman, of Dade county, appeared be- 
fore Judge Newman Friday last to ex- 
plain the conditiofs existing in Tren- 
ton, it will be remembered that after 
the gauger had been brought to the 
witness chair by Assistant District At- 
torney Henley and had been question- 
ed by that official, Attorney General 
Hart took the witness in hand and 
asked him'‘the same question which he 
had refused to answer, and for which 
refusal he had been committed to jail 
by Judge Fite. That vrought on an 
argument between the attorneys which 
exhausted the time of the court and 
an adjournment was taken until 
Thursday coming. . 

Yesterday the summons was issued 
for Judge Fite, but no one about the 
federal building appears wise enough 
to tell why. The impression is that 
the state judge will be asked to tell 
the United States judge the exact ques- 
tions he propounded to Gauger Stegall 
when that revenue officer was on the 
stand.

COURT OF APPEALS 
MEETS ON MINOR CASES 


The United States circuit court of 
Justices Pardee, of Atlanta; 
of Dallas, Texas, and Foster, of 
sitting. convened yester- 
day morning in the circuit court room 
on the third floor of the federal build- 
ing, Clerk Lednum, of New Orleans, 
being in attendance. The session con- 
vened at 11 o'clock, and adjourned at 
2 o'clock, and during that time the 
case of A. E. Brod, of Newnan, against 
the J. K. Orr Shoe Company and others 
—a case in bankruptcy, the petitioner 
being a Newnan merchant—was argued, 
as were the cases. of the John Deere 
Plow: Company against A. S. Anderson, 
trustee. 

Decisions in cases appealed to the 
circuit court from district courts were 
considered and disposed of, the most im- 
portant being that in which the Finks 
estate in Texas is tnterested. Finks 
was once clerk of the federal court in 
the northern district of that state, and 
after his death it was found that he 
was short in his accounts. Suit was 
brought against the widow, who had 
been named as executrix, and against 
the bonded company. The district court 
ruled against the federal attorney, who 
brought suit. The court of appeals for 
the fifth judicial circuit reversed that 
ruling.

muscles had shrivelled, but the 
dcgs retained a nominal strength. 
Thus stripped for the last lap, one 
horizon after another was lifted. 

In the forced effort which fol- 
lowed we were frequently over- 
heated. The temperature was 
Steady at 44 degrees below zero 
Fahrenheit, but perspiration came 
with ease, and a certain amount 
of pleasure. Later, however, 
there followed a train of suffer- 
ing for many days. The delight 
of the birdskin shirt was changed 
for the chill of the wet blanket. 
The coat and trousers hardened 
to sheets of ice, and it became 
quite impossible tc dress after a 
sleep, without softening the stiff- 
ened furs with the heat of the 
bared skin. The mittens, the 
boots and the fur stockings be- 
came quite useless until dried 
out. 

Fortunately at this time the 
sun was warm enough to dry the 
furs in about three days if lashed 
to the sunny side of the sled. In 
these last days we felt more keen- 
ly the pangs of perspiration than 
in all our earlier adventures. 


DIFFICULT TO KEEP OPEN 
WINDOWS OF- THE SOUL 


The amber-colored goggles 
were persistently used and they 
afforded a protection to the eyes 
which was quite a revelation, but 
in spite of every precaution our 
distorted, frozen, burned and 
withered faces lined a map of 
the hardships en route. 

We were curious-looking sav- 

ages. The perpetual glitter in- 
clined a squint which distorted 
the face in a remarkable manner. 
The strong light reflected from 
the crystal surface threw the 
muscles about the eye into a 
state of chronic contraction. The 
iris was reduced to a mere pin- 
hole. At all times the ice on the 
brows and lashes interfered with 
the decorative effect. 
. The strong winds and drifting 
snows encouraged the habit of 
peeping out of the corner of one 
eye. Nature in attempting to 
keep the ball from hardening 
flushed it at all times with blood. 
There was no end of trouble at 
hand in endeavoring to keep the 
windows of the soul open, and all 
of the effect was run together in a 
set expression of hardship and 
wrinkles which should be called 
the boreal squint.’ 


BOREAL SQUINT FALLS 
TO LOT OF EXPLORERS 


This boreal squint is a part of 
the russet bronze physiognomy 
which falls to the lot of every 
Arctic explorer. The early winds, 
with a piercing temperature, start 
a tlush of scarlet, while frequent 
frosthites leave figures in black, 
later the burning sun browns the 
skin, subsequently strong winds 
= 
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stop the mcisture, harden the skin 


land leave open fissures. 


The hard work and reduced 
nourishment contract the muscles, 
dispel the fact and leave the skin 
to shrivel up in folds. The im- 
print of the goggles, the set ex- 
pression of hard times and the 
mental blank of the environment 
have removed all spiritual ani- 
mation. We have the color and 
the lines of cld russet apples and 
would easily pass for prehistoric 
progenitors of man. 

In the enforced effort to spread 
out the stiffened legs over the 
last reaches there was no longer 
sufficient energy at camping times 
to erect a snow shelter. The silk 
tent was then pressed into use. 

Though the temperature was 
still very low when the sun was 
high its congenial rays pierced 
the silk fabric and rested softly 
on our closed brows in heavy 
slumber. In strong winds it was 
still necessary to erect a shelter- 
ing wall to shield the tent, but 
altogether the changé~ proved 
quite agreeable. It encouraged a 
more careful scrutiny of the 
strange world into which fortune 
had pressed us—first cf all men. 


SIGNS OF LAND SEEN, 
BUT ONLY ILLUSIONS 


Signs of land were still seen 
every day, but they were decep- 
tive optical illusions, and a mere 
verdict of fancy. It seemed that 
something must happen, some 
line must cross our horizon to 
mark the important area_ into 
which we were pressing. 

When the sun was low the eye 
ran cver moving plains in bril- 
liant waves of color to dancing 
horizons. The mirages turned 
things topsy turvy. Inverted 
lands and queer objects ever rose 
and fell in shrouds of mystery, 
but all of this was due to the at- 
mospheric magic of the midnight 
sun. 

With a lucky series of daily as- 
tronomical observations our posi- 
tion was now accurately fixed 
for each stage of progress. As 
we neared the Pole the imagina- 
tion quickened, and a restless, al- 
most hysteric excitement came 
over us. The boys fancied they 
saw beaver and seals, and I had 
a new land under observation fre- 
quently, but with a change in the 
direction of light or an altered 
trend in our temperament, the 
horizon cleared and we became 
eager only to push further into 
the mystery. 


VISION WAS EXTENDED 
AS POLE WAS NEARED 


From the 8&th to the 89th the 
ice was in very large fields and 
the surface was less irregular, but 
in other respects it was about the 
same as below the 87th. We no- 
ticed here also an extension of 
the range of vision. We seemed 
to see longer distances and the 


ice along the horizon had a less 


angular outline. 

The color or the sky and the 
ice also changed to deeper purple 
blues. We had no way of check- 
ing these impressions by other 
cbservations; the eagerness to 
find something unusual may have 
fired the imagination, but since 
the earth is flattened at the Pole 
perhaps a widened horizon should 
be detected. 


At 8 o’clock on the morning of 


April 19 we camped on a pictur- 


esque old field, with convenient 
hummocks, to which 
easily rise for the frequent out- 
look which we now maintained. 
The tent was pitched, the dogs 
jwere silenced by blocks of pem- 
mican. In us new’ enthusiasm 
was aroused by a liberal pot of 
pea soup and a few chips of 
frozen meat, and then we bathed 
in life-giving sunbeams, screened 
from the piercing air by silk 
strands. It was a beautiful day, 
and had our sense of apprecia- 
tion not been blunted by accumu- 
lated fatigue we would have 
greatly enjoyed the play of light 
and color in the ever changing 
scene of sparkle, but in our con- 
dition it was but an inducement 
to keep the eye open and to pro- 
long interest long enough to dis- 
pel the growing complaint of 
aching muscles. i. 


IN 29 MILES OF THE POLE, 
THEY SHOUTED FOR JOY 


The Eskimos were soon lost in a 
profound sleep, the only comfort in 
their hard lives, but I remained awake, 
as had been my habit on succeeding 
days, to get nauttkcal observations, 
The longitude calculations lined us at 
94 degrees 3 minutes. At noon the 
sun’s altitude was carefully set on the 
sextant, and the latitude quickly re- 
duced gave 89 degrees 31 minutes— 
twenty-nine miles from the Pole. 

My heart jumped for joy and the un- 
conscious commotion which I was cre- 
ating awakened Etukishuk, I told him 
that in two average marches we would 
reach the “tigi shu” (the big nail). 

Ahwelah was awakened with a kick, 
and together they went out to a hum- 
mock and through glasses sought for 
a mark to locate so important a place 
as the terrestrial axis. If but one sleep 
beyond it must be seen. 

I tried to explain that the Pole was 
not visible to the eye, that its posi- 
tion was only located by a repeated 
use of the various instruments. This 
entirely satisfied their curiosity and 
they burst out in hurrahs of joy. For 
two hours they chanted and danced 
the passions of wild life. 

THEY START WITH NEW VIGOR 
FOR THE UTTERMOST NORTH 

It was the first real sign of pleasure 
or rational emotion which they had 
shown for several weeks. For some 
time I had entertained the fear that 
we no longer possessed the strength to 
return to land, but the unbridled flow 
of vigor dispelled that idea. 

More sleep was quite 
We brewed an extra pot of tea, pre- 
pared a favorite broth of pemmican, 
dug up a surprise of fancy biscuits 
and filled up on good things to the 
limit of the allowance for our final 
feast. The dogs, which had ‘joined 
the chorus of gladness, were given an 
extra lump of pemmican. A few hours 
more were agreeably spent in the tent 
and then we started with a new spirit 
for the uttermost north. 

We were excited to a fever heat.

the dogs caught the infectious enthusi- 
asm and rushed along at a pace which 
made it difficult for me to keep a suf- 
ficient advance to set a good course. 
The horizon was still searched for 
something, to mark the approaching 
boreal center, but nothing unusual was 
seen. It was the same expanse of 
moving seas of ice on which we had 
lived for five hundred miles, 
THERE WERE PLAINS OF GOLD 
FURLED IN PURPLE WALLS 

But looking through gladdened eyes, 
the scene assumed a new glory. There 
were plains of gold, furled in purple 
walls, with gilded crests. It was one 
of the few days on the storm pack 
when all nature smiled with cheering 
lights. 

As the day advanced and the splen- 
dor of summer night was run into the 
continued day, the beams of gold on 
the surface snows thickened, while the 
shadows of hummocks'  and_e§ ridges 
spread a line of violet barriers through 
which a way must be sought. 

From my position a few hundred 
yards ahead of the sleds I could not re- 
sist the temptation to turn frequently 
to see the movement of the dog train 
with its new fire. In this direction.the 
color scheme was reversed, The icy 
walls were in gold and burnine colums, 
while the plains represented every 
shade of purple and blue. 
THROUGH THIS SEA OF COLOR 

ADVENTURERS MOVED SINGING 

Through this sea of color the dogs 
came with a spirited tread, noses down, 
tails up and shoulders braced to the 
straps like chariot horses. The young 
Eskimos, chanting songs of love, came 
with easy step. The long whip was 
swung with a brisk crack, and all over 
there rose a cloud of frosted breath, 
a certain signal of efficient motive 
power, which an easy southern air was 
driving Poleward. 

Camp was pitched early in the morn- 
ing of April 20. The sun was north- 
east, the pack glowed in tones of lilac, 
the normal westerly air of shivers 
brushed our frosty faces, the surpris- 
ing burst of enthusiasm had been 
nursed to its limits, and under it a 
leng march was made over average ice 
with the usual result of overbearing 
fatigue. Too tired and sleepy to wait 
for a cup of tea, melted snows were 
poured down and the pemmican was 
pounded with the axe to ease the task 
of the jaws. The eyes closed before 
the meal was finished, and the world 
was lost to us for eight hours. The 
observation gave latitude 89 degrees 45 
minutes 5 seconds, longitude 94 degrees 
52 minutes. 

WITH THE POLE IN SIGHT, 
EVEN EARTH SEEMED SACRED 

With the boys singing and the dogs 
howling, we started off after midnight 
on April 21. The dogs looked large 
and noble as they came along that 4ay, 
while Etukishook and Ahwelah, though 
thin and rugged, had a dignity as 
heroes of the greatest human battle 
which had ever been fought with re- 
markable success. 

We were all lifted to the paradise of 
winners as we stepped over the snows 
of a destiny for which we had risked 
life and willingly suffered the tortures 
of an icy hell. 

The earth under seemed almost 
sacred. When the pedometer regis- 
tered 14144 miles we camped and calm- 
ly went to sleep, feeling that we were 
turning on the earth’s axis. 

The observations, however, gave 8&9 
degrees 659 minutes 46 seconds. We, 
therefore, had the Pole, or the exact 
spot where:it should be, within sight. 

We advanced the fifteen seconds. 
made supplementary observations, 
pitched the tent, built a snow igloo 
and prepared to make ourselves com- 
fortable for a stay long enough for two 
rcunds of observations, 

Our position was thus doubly assured 
and a necessary day of rest was gained. 
Etukishook and Ahwelah enjoved the 
day in quiet repose. But I slept very 
little: my goal was reached, the ambi- 
tion of my life had been fulfilled: how 
could I sleep away such overwhelming 
moments of elation? 

COOK REACHES BOREAL CENTER, 
NORTH, EAST, WEST VANISH 
last we had reached the borea! 
center. The dream of nations had been 
realized. The race of centuries was 
ours. The flag was pinned to the cov- 
eted Pole. The year was 1908, the day 
April 21. 

The sun indicated local noon, but 
time was a negative problem, for here 
all meridians meét. With a step it was 
possible to go from one part of the 
globe to the opposite side from the 
hour of midnight to that of midday. 
Here, then, is but one day and one night 
in each year. The latitude was 90 de- 
grees, the temperature —38.7, the at- 
mospheric pressure 29.85. North, east 
and west had vanished. It was south 
in every direction, but the compass 
pointing to the magnetic Pole was as 
useful as ever. 

Though overjoyed with the success 
ef the conquest our spirits began to 
change on the next day after all the 
obesrvations had been taken, and the 
local conditions were studied. A sense 
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of intense loneliness came with a care- 
ful scrutiny of the horizon. What «a

Condition of Crop Is 


58.5 Per Cent. 


Department of Agriculture Of- 
ficial Gives as Cause of Short- 
age the Excessive Rains Early 
in the Season, Followed by 
Drought. 3 


Washington, October 4.—Financial 
ind weather conditions combined pro- 
juced today the most unfavorable re- 
port from the department of agricul- 
ture on the condition of the cotton crop 
that. has been made this season for 
many years. The official report indi- 
cates that on September 25 the condi- 
tion ef the cotton crop was 58.5 per 
cent of normal, as compared with 63.7 
per cent on August 25, 1909; 69.7 on 
September 25, 1908; 67.7 on September 
25, 1907, and 67 per cent on the aver- 
age for ten years on September 23, 
1909. 

After the announcement by the de- 
partment. of agriculture of the figures 
recording the average for this month, 
Dr. A. S. Knapp, chief of the cooper- 
ative demonstration work for the de- 
parttmént of agriculture in the south, 
after the conference with Secretary 
Wilson, said that the serious falling 
off in the figures, especially for Louis- 
liana and Mississippi, was due to two 
conditions: One was the excessive 
rainfall in the early part of the cotton 
crop season, followed by a_ serious 
irought, and the second was the failure 
of cotton planters to obtain advances 
on their crops from bankers. The lat- 
ter reason forced the planters to dis- 
miss a considerable part of their la- 
bor at a time when the boll weevil 
was a most serious pest. 

Dr. Knapp stated that another rea- 
son which induced a falling off in the 
@eneral average of Louisiana was that 
there was practically 30 per cent less 
of acreage in cotton than in previous 
years. 

The boll weevil did serious damage 
during the past year in the southwest- 
ern quarter of Mississippi. 

“In my judgment,” said Dr. Knapp, 
“the really serious trouble, which ap- 
plies to all the cotton states, was 
brought about by the excessive rain- 
fall in the early part of the season 
excessive drought in the lat- 
ter part. In some of the states, plant- 
ers scarcely could obtain water enough 
for their live. stock. This was par- 
ticularly true of Texas and Oklahoma. 
What is known as the New Orleans 
storm, which passed up through por- 
tions of Louisiana and western Mis- 
sissipp, blew out immense qgjuantities 
of cotton and served seriously to de- 
tract from the excellence of the crop.” 

Secretary Wilson declined to make 
any statement regarding the figures 
ziven out by his department. He said 
that he would talk about the wheat 
crop, about the condition of cattle in 
the west and about almost anything 
but cotton. He. said that Dm Knapp 
knew more about the cotton crop, from 
practical observance of conditions in 
the south, than any other man itn the 
department, and he had nothing to ada 
to the statement made bv him.

New York, October 4.—The govern- 
ment reports were followed by activ- 
ity and excitement in the cotton mar- 
ket today, but fluctuations were ir- 
regular and net changes small; the 
market closing steady, 1 point lower 
to 1 point higher, as compared with 
the last prices of Saturday. 

The census report was issued at the 
cpening and showed a little less cot- 
ton ginned to September 25 than the 
trade had anticipated. Priceg started 
steady at an advance of 4@11 points, 
in consequence, and, after some ‘it- 
tle irregularity, worked still higher, 
on covering by shorts and bull sup- 
port in spite of the disappointing ca- 
bles and good weather over Sun- 
day.
